Panic Reigns When People 
Think Ship Has Struck 
Iceberg 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6. — The 
Canadian Pacific liner Empress 
of France, which arrived here 
yesterday two days late from 
Cherbourg and Southampton, | 
suffered damage estimated at 
#80,000 early Sunday morning 
when a gigantic wave, estimated 
at 100 feet in height, smashed 
the liner head-on during the At-) 


Jantic storm. 

The baggage aboard was damaged 
to the extent of $20,000, it was stat- 
ed, but nobody was injured by the 
terrific impact which threw persons | 
from their berth or chairs. 

17 Kinds of Hell.

said Capt. E. Griffith of the liner 
“but this Is the worst I've ever had 
It was 17 kinds of hell.” | 

When the wave struck the vesse! 
persons who were in bed started to 
dress, it was stated by passengers 
and members of the crew; others in 
public rooms reached for life pre 
servers. They believed an iceberg or 
another boat had been struck 

A few seconds later water literally | 
poured through the ship. Then it be- | 
came apparent a giant wave had 
amashed the big liner headon. In-| 
atantly above the pounding of the, 
sea were heard the banging of falling | 
booms and the swish of water) 
through narrow passageways. 

The wave ripped loose heavy | 
winches. tI demolished the boom 
and stays. It bent in like pleces of | 
tin the pressed steel bulwarks on \t 
the promenade deck. It smashed to 
tiny bits port windows that were an 
inch thick. 

Tons of Water 

Fifty tons of water dropped helow 

decks. Trunks were tossed around on 


a miniature see. Among these trunks sec 


were 20 made of steel. These swept 
from side to side, smashing to bits 
the luggage made of wood and fibre 
Three days later, after the pumps 
had been worked continuously, the 
hold was ogain dry, but a shapeless 
sodden mass was al! that remained 
of clothing, books and other luggage 
belonging to the 67 passengers 

Not once, from the time the Em- 
press left England until ste anchor 
ed quarantine, had she encountered 
winds less than 45 miles an hou

and even 90 miles an hour. For 24 
hours the great ship, considered one 
of the most powerful of ocean liners

The facts show that Premier Brownlee, as 
Attorney General, was made fully aware of a scandalous state 
of affairs months ago. He should have placed this information 
in the hands of his police officers, and promptly arrested all 
parties known to be implicated in the stealing of public funds. 
What did he do? He appointed a Royal Commissioe to investi- 
gate! To investigate what? He was already £1 possession of 
facts which under any: other Attorney General would have 
been promptly acted upon as is his sworn duty, 

The Royal Commission was appointed to look into ALL the 
dealings carried on by the King’s Printer with the Esdale 
Press Ltd. What do we find? In the case just closed it was 
brought out that information in the. hands of the Attorney 
General which showed beyond all shadow of doubt that thefts 
of public funds had extended over a considerable period 
WAS DELIBERATELY SUPPRESSED. All the facts in 
possession of the Attorney General were not frankly and fully 
laid before the Commissioner, Mr. Justice Walsh. Why? The 
only charge presented was the ore which might be said to 
lend itself to a political advantage. Is it possible that self- 
confessed criminals were given their freedom in a moat un- 
usual manner in the hope that political mud-slinging could be 
indulged in when the opportunity arose at the approaching 
general elections?

Reasonable doubt, he said, was

“If you find that your inferences 
cannot be fully justified by the facts 
then you have a reasonable doubt, 
and you must give the accused the 
benefit,” he said. “If you bring in a 
verdict of guilty it means that the 
evidence prings to your mind an ir- 
resiastible conclusion of guilt and 
that you have no reasonable doubt 
of it.” 

His Lordship then instructed the 
jury on the law in ‘he case, defining 
theft according to the criminal code 
of Ganada, The evidence in the pres- 
ent case, he said, was not circum- 
stantial but positive, and the main 
facts relied upon by the crown were 
supplied by Esdale, Jeffery, Purdy 
and the documents in the case which 
had been put in 

Story Corroborated 

Evidence in the matin differed only 
In little particulars, he said, and the 
crown's story had some corrobora- 
tion in part by the documents. It 
was their right to believe in whole 
or in part the evidence of any wit- 
ness and to reject it {if necessary.
